Report of Dr. Wiltse, Formerly State 
Chemist of Vermont. 


He States That He Is Not Able to Trace Any Pollution of 
Lake Champlain to the Pulp Mill Concerning Which 
Complaint Was Made—By This Opinion the 
Celebrated Case Is Revived. 


VERGENNES, Vt., September 10, 1904.—The report of Dr. 

J. Wiltse, until recently director of the State Labora- 

tory of Hygiene, on the alleged pollution of Lake Cham- 
plain, has been made public. The report says: 

“The following reports constitute the findings and state 
the conditions existing throughout portions of Lake Cham- 
plain in the neighborhood of the Boquet River and its re- 
lation to Lake Champlain in connection with the pulp mill 
operated under what is known as the soda process by the 
New York and Pennsylvania Company at Willsboro, Es- 
sex County, N. Y. 

“All the sludges, black ash, refuse and overflow of the 
sedimentation bed have been examined and hereafter re- 
ported. Specimens of watcr have been collected from the 
river above the pulp mill dam, below the sedimentation 
bed, at the mouth of the river, as far south as Whallon’s 
Bay and far north as Willsboro Point (9 miles). As

IMPROVEMENT CONTINUES. 


Maintained a Better Demand in All Jobbing 
Centres—Mills Are Having Increased 
Call for Goods. 





There Is 


The fall demand in the New York market is gradually 
widening. The increase in business is not heavy as yet, 
still there is a substantial gain that is encouraging. The 
fact that there has been considerably more inquiry the past 
week presages a good fall trade, so paper mei declare. Up 
to date the orders, as a rule, are small, being limited to the 
immediate requirements of the purchaser. This is particu- 
larly true in the jobbing line, as consumers have not as 
yet felt the impetus of the fall demand. Mill business, 
while not heavy, is reported to be better than it was last 
week. All the mills are running full time, from all ac- 
counts, although a number of them are not supplied very 
far ahead with orders. But notwithstanding this fact, the 
manufacturers, as a rule, are holding prices firmly, many of 
them even asking advances over the old figures. The in- 
crease in business and the outlook for the fall trade war- 
rants them in asking more money, so they declare. The 
searcity of ground wood, the high cost of chemical fibres 
and the advancing prices in rags and old papers are re- 
sponsible for the stiffening in the quotations of the manu- 
factured products. As has been said before, the compara- 
tively light stocks of paper on hand throughout the coun- 
try adds to the confidence that a good business will be done 
this fall, as with the ordinary consumption of the country 
a steady business is assured. The demand, which has been 
expanding during the past two weeks, will, it is predicted, 
show a great increase just as S00n as the business of the 
country, which is now gradually reviving, develops in re- 
sponse to the needs of the merchants, printers, publishers 
and other consumers of paper. As things stand this week 
all grades of paper are in fair demand for this season and 
are selling at reasonably satisfactory prices. News paper, 
manilas, book and writings are all moving, but the demand 
cannot as yet be said to be active. Mill orders in writings 
are a little slow. The jobbers in writings are doing some 
business, although the individual orders are small. With 
the revival of business with the printers an increased de- 
mand for writings will set in. In regard to changes in 
prices the advances in box boards made by the manufac- 
turers at their meeting held in Buffalo, N. Y., last week are 
the only ones to be reported this week. Those changes 
will be found in another column.

More Orders in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, September 13, 1904.—A steady increase 


in the number of orders, a slighter improvement in their 
individual size, an easier feeling in the money market and 
greater confidence daily, such are the characteristics of the 
trade which mill men and jobbers alike are experiencing, a 


business showing all the healthfulness of normal briskness 
and no feverish symptom of a boom. Thus far September, 
even though broken by a succession of holidays, has shown 
itself to be very much superior to the September that was 
anticipated in midsummer and one that compares favor- 
ably with the corresponding period of last year. Presi- 
dential uncertainties seem no longer to be a factor in the 
market. The greater volume of business is prompted per- 
haps by actual present day needs, for stocks were allowed 
to rum very low during the summer. But when orders 
are placed they do not seem to be restricted to only im- 
mediate needs, for the element of doubt as to the future 
seems hardly to be considerable any longer. 

All along the line is this stimulus noted. Wrapping, 
long dull, is now fairly active; news is brisk; writings enjoy 
a good demand; the hanging mills are running full, now 
that the stainers are operating on a basis of much better 
prices and greater profits than last year; a long continu- 
ance of fine weather makes the building paper trade ac- 
tive, and the book market is satisfactory. =. RS

much brighter. Since the 1st of the month there has been 
a very noticeable increase in the daily volume of business 
with the city jobbers, and inquiries for samples and quota- 
tions are becoming more numerous as the season advances.

The local representative of a 
New England coating mill stated that his factory was rug- 
ning a night gang right along now to keep up with the 
orders, which was not necessary a couple of months back. 
Manufacturers of manila papers are all very busy on orders 
and new orders are being received from day to day. In 
some of the paper making sections of New England manu- 
facturers have been handicapped somewhat by low water, 
which has curtailed their production considerably, and in 
consequence deliveries are being made rather slowly. Rain 
is very much needed in Vermont and New Hampshire, as 
the streams there are pretty low, more so than in other 
parts of New England. No change in mill quotations came 
to notice. The tone of the ‘market is very firm.

Testing of Wrapping Papers. 


A writer in the Wochenblatt has made some experiments 
on the durability and sizing of wrapping papers when ex- 
posed to the action of water. He first estimates the 
weight per square metre in the usual manner. Then 
breaking length, stretch and resistance to friction. He then 
makes a bag of the paper and fills it with water, noting the 
time required for the water to break the bag, after this 
the bag is dried in the air and the paper tested again for 
breaking length, stretch and resistance to friction. As the 
result of a large number of tests carried through on papers 
sized in various manners he finds that the larger the pro- 
portion of free rosin in the size the sooner the water bursts 
the bag. In about the same proportion an increase in the 
free rosin lowers the breaking length, stretch and resist- 
ance to friction. From these results he concludes that a 
size containing free rosin is excellent for printing and writ- 
ing papers, but not for wrappers, and other sorts of paper 
which are required to be water resisting.

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BOX BOARD MEETING. 


The Manufacturers Gathered at Buffalo, N. Y., Confer» 
Agree on a Six Days’ Shutdown 
and Adopt Prices. 





The box board manufacturers met again on Wednesday 
and Thursday of last week at the Iroquois Hotel, Buffalo, 
N. Y. The object of the meeting was understood to be the 
adoption of the so called “leasing down plan,” whereby 500 
tons of boards were to be taken out of the market. As 
far as can be learned, the plan in its original form was not 
adopted. As a counter proposition a resolution was in- 
troduced providing for the revival of the Paper Products 
Company, this company to have supervision of the new 
plan, which provides that instead of some of the mills shut- 
ting down all should run, but those that run on more than 
their proportion of orders should pay for the overrunning 
and those that run on less than their proportion shall be 
paid for their enforced shutdown at a certain rate per ton. 
No positive action was taken on this resolution or on the 
scheme to revive the Paper Products Company, final ac- 
tion being deferred till President Barber and Vice Presi- 
dent Graves, of the United Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany, return from Europe. They are both expected home 
the latter part of this week. 

A resolution was passed at the meeting providing for a 
six days’ shutdown of all the mills within the next two 
weeks. 

Immediately after the meeting the following circular 
letter was sent to all box board manufacturers interested in

Burglars Robbing Northern New York.

Watertown, N. Y., September 13, 1904.—This city has 
had a number of mysterious burglaries of late, and judg- 
ing from the way the cracksman has been gathering in the 
shekels he must have the idea that the gentlemen engaged 
in the paper making business in the city and vicinity are 
the only ones who have money. He started out in a very 
methodical way to relieve several well known paper manu- 
facturers im the Black River district of their summer's 
dividends and was highly successful in his efforts, having 
made the rounds twice and secured a fairly good haul each 
time. If it had not been for the fact that George C. Sher- 
man, of the St. Regis Paper Company, had gone up to 
Lowville a few days ago and won something over $125 in 
cash prizes at the horse show it is probable that the astute 
burglar would have kept right on with his burglarizing 
and would have had a steady income from his victims in 
the paver making trade. The first time burglars visited 


Mr. Sherman’s room thev touched that gentleman up for 
$35. 


Mr. Sherman did not notice that his trousers, which 


had been carefully laid over a chair, had been disturbed, 
and supposed of course he had lost his money. A few 
evenings later Mr. Sherman returned from Lowville with 
the prize money won by his horses. He had spent a por- 
tion of it, but about $90 remained in his trousers pocket 
when he retired. He thought perhaps that the $90 was also 
lost, but as his travels about town were not extensive on 
that evening a brief investigation convinced him that his 
room had been visited during the night. 

W. P. Herring, of the Jefferson Power Company, had 
only $12 in his pocket when the burglar paid him the first 
visit. When he came the second time he had $37 in bills— 
three tens and seven ones. The thief was kind enough to 
leave him the seven ones and take the three tens. 

Harry Taggart, of the Taggart Brothers Company, was 
also visited twice, and the combined loss on account of the 
two calls by the thief amounted to $180. 

W. W. Taggart, also of the Taggart Brothers Company, 
was relieved of $12 in cash and a check for $200. 

There were plenty of valuable jewels and other articles 
lying around within easy reach, but the burglar was evi- 
dently doing a cash business, for he took nothing else. 
The city police have been very busy trying to get some 
trace of the fellow who has such a liking for the paper 
making fraternity, but as yet have not been successful. Of 
course it is easy to surmise that the thief had made himself 
very familiar with the dwellings and the rooms occupied by 
his victims, but up to date nothing has developed that 
would warrant making an arrest. Among those interested 
in the paper business, and even with the victims them- 
selves, the burglary is looked upon as something of a joke. 
They all agree that if the thief had not helped himself so 
liberally on the first two visits, he might have made an in- 
definite number of visits and kept his income up to the 
top notch during what promises to be a hard winter.

Average Paper Trade—Mechanical Pulp Market Firmer— 
Chemical Fibre Unchanged—Amalgamated 
Society of Paper Makers. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Lonvon, September 1, 1904.—There is about an average 
trade going and fall business is apparently starting up. 
The indications are good. Chemical pulps are moving in 
a fair way, but there is very little change in the market. 
Scandinavian makers are 
holding fast to their quotations of £2 2s. 6d. for moist and 
£4 10s. for dry. Consumers, however, are fairly well cov- 
ered and do not appear to be anxious. 

According to labor correspondents of the Board of Trade 
employment in the paper trades remains fair, but is hardly 
so good as a month and 4 year ago. Branches of trade 
unions with 2,402 members had 3.2 per cent. unemployed 
at the end of July, as compared with 2.7 per cent. at the 
end of June, and 2.6 per cent. a year ago. Returns re- 
ceived from twenty-three employers in Scotland show that 
4,802 workpeople were employed by them at the end of 
July, as compared with 4,886 at the end of June, and 4,894 
at the end of July, 1903. 

The forty-first quarterly report of the Amalgamated So- 
ciety of Paper Makers (to June 30 last) states that the 
quarter dealt with has been a fairly successful one, al- 
though—as is usually the case during the June quarter—the 
allowances paid to members at mills shut down for repairs 
have been rather heavy. But as the number of members 
out of employment is below the average, the expenditure 
on the total income of £362 18s. 8d. has been only £280 
18s. 4d., thus leaving a credit balance of £82 4d. In the 
course of the quarter the value of the society’s funds has 
been increased by £175 15s. 4d., thus bringing it up to

£5,852 3s. 7d., haif of which is in the Post Office Savings 
Bank, and great part of the remainder invested in Bred- 
bury and Rominley District Council stock, £400 remaining 
in the treasurer's hands to meet current requirements. The 
recent visit to America of the secretary, W. Dyson, natur- 
ally resulted in his losing his wages during the period of 
his absence, a loss he hoped the members would have made 
up to him.

Zeitung, a manufacturer of these papers, is of opinion that 
neither glycerine nor starch has anything to do with the 
present question. The paper prepared by the action of 
sulphuric acid on water is merely treated with a hydro- 
scopic substance to keep it moist. For this purpose glycer- 
ine with a small quantity of syrup was usually employed, 
which in his opinion would form a medium for the growth 
of moulds. To avoid this the paper is retreated with a 
small quantity of hydroscopic chlorides, which serve the 
purpose of keeping the paper moist and supple without 
rendering it liable to mildew. In Klemm’s recently 
published textbook he mentions both 
and zine chloride as suitable reagents for conversion 
of waterleaf into the so called parchment paper. He 
also mentions glycerine and magnesium and calcium chlo- 
rides as suitable substances for keeping the parchment pa- 
per moist. According to this authority, in the preparation 
of this paper the point of importance in its manufacture is 
the thorough washing out of any lead salts which may have 
found their way into the paper from the lead present in 
commercial sulphuric acid. Such paper is liable to develop 
a black color owing to the formation of lead sulphite.

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THE SHAWMUT PULP PROPERTY. 


Manufacturers Paper Company Secures Valuable Water 
Power and Other Properties of the Lawrence, Newhall 
& Page Company at Shawmut, Me. 


Bancor, Me., September 10, 1904.—The formal transfer 
of the water power privileges of the Lawrence, Newhall & 
Page Company, at Shawmut, on the Kennebec River, has 
not as yet been made to the intending purchaser, the Man- 
ufacturers Paper Company, of New York and Muskegon, 
Mich., but the price was agreed upon last week, at $300,- 
000, it is said, and a payment made to bind the option. 
The transfer is to be made on January 1, 1905, and so no 
improvements on the property will be made before next 
season. E. N. Perry, of Muskegon, Mich., and R. Pagen- 
stecher, of New York, representing the Manufacturers Pa- 
per Company, looked over the property a few weeks ago 
and arranged the deal, and, according to all that can be 
learned, paid recently $40,000 to bind the trade. A few 
years ago the Lawrence, Newhall & Page Company refused 
an offer of $100,000 from the Great Northern Paper Com- 
pany for this property, and now it is to get about 
three times that sum. The property includes exclusive 
control of all the water power produced by the great dam 
at Shawmut. The Lawrence, Newhall & Page Company 
will have from now to January 1 to saw logs it has on 
hand, and then the transfer will be made. 

The sale does not include any of the timber lands owned 
by the Lawrence, Newhall & Page Company, but carries 
with it, beside the water power, two sawmills, the new 
pulp mill, built two years ago, and all the tenement houses 
and other property comprised in the Shawmut plant, be- 
sides the booming privileges at that place. 

The Manufacturers Paper Company will erect at Shaw- 
mut a pulp and paper plant to cost about $1,500,000, and 
to provide power sufficient for the operation of this new 
plant and the present mil’s. The water power will have to 
be developed considerably. 





At the New York office of the Manufacturers Paper 
Company it was stated that the published reports concern- 
ing the transfet of the property were greatly exaggerated. 
It was admitted, however, that the property would soon 
come into the hands of the company, and that for some 
time to come no addition to the plant would be made. 
It was said that later on the pulp mill might be enlarged. 
Even this possible change was in doubt, so it was stated, 
as plans for the future in regard to the property had not 
been decided upon. 


Quantitative Estimation of Ground Wood. 

Professor Valenta has recently worked out an exceed- 
ingly exact method for estimating the proportion of 
mechanical wood in fibre. He makes use of one of the 
common color reactions using a colorimeter. Instead of a 
series of paper with known percentages of mechanical 
wood, he requires.only for comparison two standard pa- 
pers, one wholly wood, the other containing somewhere 
about 50 per cent.; the amount, however, must be exactly

known. The standard wood paper and paper to be tested 
are colored by soaking for ten minutes in a 10 per cent. 
solution of aniline sulphate. By means of a spectroscope 
a color solution of aniline dyes is prepared, which shows 
the same limits éf absorption as the color produced in the 
wood by treatment with aniline sulphate. The solution is 
introduced into a graduated cylinder and adjusted until it 
shows the same depth of color as the wood paper. As a 
further check it is now tested against the 50 per cent. wood 
paper.. Having now standardized the dye solution there 
remains only to adjust the depth of the liquid in a grad- 
uated cylinder with that of the sample of paper to be 
tested. This, of course, has been previously immersed for 
ten minutes in a 10 per cent. aniline sulphate solution. 
The liquid is run out of the graduated cylinder until the 
two halves of the field of view are balanced. The depth 
of the column gives directly the percentage of wood in the 
sample of paper. The method is exact, provided that the 
proportion of dyes be carefully adjusted to yield the right 
shade of color as shown by the absorption in the spectro- 
scope. On the other hand the method assumes that the 
intensity of the color produced by the aniline sulphate is 
directly proportional to the percentage of wood in the pa- 
per, and further, that this color is sufficiently permanent.

As Already Reported, Injunction Issued Against the Battle 
Island Paper Company at the Instance of the 
Inventor of Chamotte. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Futton, N. Y., September 12, 1904.—As stated in last 
week’s issue of THE Paper Trape JOURNAL, a decision has 
been rendered by Judge Hazel, of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, in the action brought by Romedrum Pauzl 
against the Battle Island Paper Company, of this city. The 
decision is in favor of the plaintiff, in that an injunction 
was granted against the Battle Island Company as a cor- 
poration. 

When the Battle Island sulphite mill was erected in 
1902 the digesters were lined with a composition of crushed 
fire brick and Portland cement. The perfection of the 
formula for this composition is claimed by the American 
Sulphite Pulp Company, of Boston, under what is known 
as the Russell patent. The composition is also claimed by 
Romedrum Pauzl, whose product is termed “chamotte,” and 
in whose favor the injunction referred to has been granted. 

Many interesting features enter into the case and the final 
outcome will be awaited with much interest by sulphite 
men all over the country. The Battle Island Paper Com- 
pany will appeal fronr the decision and carry the case into 
the higher courts. Howard P. Dennison, of Syracuse, 
N. Y., is attorney for the defendants.

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for the improvement of the northern division of the Ohio 
Canal will not be available. The appropriation was made 
by the recent Legislature under the proviso that the rentals 
are increased, the mill men having paid a comparatively 
small rental for many years and holding leases which were 
considered of great value. Some time ago Chief Engineer 
Perkins made a personal canvass of the Akron territory 
and made a plea for better rentals, but was not well re- 
ceived, the manufacturers having for so long enjoyed the 
generosity of the State that they did not care to be dis- 
turbed.. The same conditions prevailed in this locality, it 
is stated, until the commission appointed by the Legislature 
visited the mill men, who were ready to meet the ‘State offi- 
cials on reasonable terms. However, according to the 
claims of the Ohio officials, the rentals are not what they 
should be, but until a uniform fee can be charged over the 
various systems throughout the State no specific complaint 
can be made. The most important canal is the Miami and 
Erie, traversing as it does the entire State from Toledo to 
Cincinnati and touching productive industrial and paper 
mill centres. Whether the patience of the State Board of 
Public Works in the Akron district is exhausted remains 
to be seen. 

The latest move of the State Board of Public Works is 
to threaten to cut off the water supply of certain Akron 
firms. It is said that decisive action will be taken against 
the Akron Water Company, a foreign corporation, by an- 
nulling the contract if it fails to appear before the board 
by the 13th inst. to say why it shall not pay $6,000 per year 
for the use of water instead of $1,500, which it is now 
paying. It is claimed that this is one of the companies 
securing much more water than is paid for, and a warning 
is issued to other concerns. M. V. 


The Dominion Parliament of Canada has voted $60,000 
for a wharf at Seven Islands, Que.

Technical Instruction in Germany. 

The German Paper Makers’ Association has just been 
holding a meeting in Hamburg. A subject that has en- 
gaged its attention has been the teaching of the art of 
paper making in Germany. In that country there is no 
school of paper making, such as is in Manchester, Eng- 
land, and in many European countries. The associa- 
tion has under consideration the formation of such 
a school in Germany, as at present the Germans are obliged 
to attend the Austrian school in Vienna. Dr. Klemm, ina 
long speech, went very thoroughly into the question, and in 
all probability there will be two such schools started, one in 
connection with the well known Polytechnic at Darmstadt, 
the other at Altenburg. Dr. Klemm had the Manchester 
Technical School largely in mind when discussing the ques- 
tion, and spoke of the practical English and Americans 
who have promoted technical education of employees.

First Five Year Census. 


New schedules of inquiries will be sent out by the United 
States Census Bureau to all manufacturing industries for 
the purpose of securing the information needed from all 
sources for the purpose of taking the first five year census 
that has ever been attempted in this country. The reason 
for this new departure is thatthe manufacturing interests of 
the country are developing so rapidly, and they, together 
with the constantly developing resources of the country, 
caused Congress at its last session to make a special pro- 
vision for the taking of a census every five years. 

This census will be very much fuller in its detail work 
than is the ordinary ten year one, and the statistics to be 
collected for the first of these periods will cover the busi- 
ness year of each manufacturing establishment, keeping as 
close as possible to the fiscal year ending June 30, 1904, 
and a specia! effort will be made to keep this work strictly 
to the various manufacturing processes carried on through- 
out the length and breadth of the country. 

Already work has been begun in Michigan with this end 
in view, where it is provided, by a special act passed dur- 
ing the last Congress, that the Census Bureau should co- 
operate with the State officials in taking the census of the

manufacturing industries of that State for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1904, and with that end in view a large 
staff of special agents from the bureau left several weeks 
ago to begin work of distributing the schedules and collect- 
ing the same, although the major part of the work will not 
begin until December. 

The result of this five year census will be a much fuller 
store of information than has heretofore been available, 
but it will not be easy to compare it with the statistics 
secured by previous censuses, for the reason that the de- 
velopment and specialization of many of the industries 
have rendered former classifications obsolete and mislead- 
ing, and an effort will be made in connection with the 
taking of this census to establish a new basis which will 
stand for the taking of the censuses for several periods to 
come. 

The general schedules have been prepared and will 
include returns covering the character of organization of 
each industry, date when operations under present organ- 
ization were commenced, character of industry, capital in- 
vested, number of proprietors and firm members, salaried 
employees, wage earners, including piece workers, average 
number of wage earners employed during each month, 
miscellaneous expenses, materials used, products, classified 
earnings of wage earners, time in operation during the 
year, and the power employed. 

Several complaints have been made on the part of manu- 
facturers with reference to the compilations of former 
censuses, among others that the by-products of the lead- 
ing industries have not been shown in sufficient detail, 
and that as a result a great many commodities have not 
An effort 
will be made to remedy this, and even in cases where it

The schedules will be sent to all manufacturers, and 
they are requested to fill them out and return them at an 
early date and within a named time to the proper offi- 
Should the manufacturers fail to do this it will be- 
come necessary for the census officials to make a special

call upon the manufacturer thus failing, and an earnest 
request is made of all manufacturers that they will, as far 
as possible, not make this necessary, but that all schedules 
will be filled out and returned promptly. It must be re- 
membered in this connection that all information furnished 
the bureau is considered confidential, and no information 
will be given out that will in any manner disclose the 
identity of the names or operations of any individual 


manufacturer. 


The box board manufacturers do not seem to have ac- 
complished much at their meeting at Buffalo. Their action 
was beautifully general and ineffective.

As it has been alleged right 
along that the Paper Products Company “was stronger 
than ever,” it would appear to be unnecessary to revive it, 
or if it should be necessary, then the shock that is to bring 
it back to life will have to be stronger than that given by 
the meeting in question. 





The gentlemen who have charged all sorts of things, in- 
cluding the death of one member of their families, against 
the pulp manufacturers whom they alleged were polluting 
Lake Champlain, will scarcely find much consolation in 
the report of Dr. Wiltse, who as State chemist of Ver- 
mont investigated the whole matter. The doctor flatly 
states that he can trace no pollution to the soda fibre mill 
of the New York and Pennsylvania Company. 


The foreclosure proceedings against the White Mountain 
Paper Company have now come to an end, and the prop- 
erty is now in the hands of the reorganization committee. 
Next week it will probably be transferred to the Eastern 
Paper Company, which concern will complete the pulp 
producing part of the plant. What will become of that 
portion of the property that at one time hoped to become 
a paper mill is not known at this time.

George A. Whiting’s Water Supply. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., September 12, 1904.—Mention was made 
several weeks ago of the new system installed at the mill 
of the Wisconsin River Pulp and Paper Company for se- 
curing pure water for use in the mill. In conversation to- 
day with President Geo. A. Whiting, your correspondent 
learned some details concerning this very interesting in- 
stallation. It seems that there is a water bearing stratum 
underlying a district near the mill, but from 20 feet to 30 
feet below the surface, which furnishes an absolutely soft 
white water containing but three grains of solids to the 
gallon. Through this district the company has put down 
no less than fifty-two wells, the nearest being about 200 
feet from the mill and the farthest about 1,500 feet from 
the mill. All these wells are connected by branching pipes 
that converge and unite at the mill into a 12 inch main, 
and are connected with a 13x15 inch duplex Stilwell-Bierce 
pump, with a capacity of 1,200 gallons a minute at 150 
pounds pressure. Mr. Whiting has an ambition to make 
an extra fine quality of print paper, and he believes that 
this pure water system, which went into operation last 
week, is going to be one of the best investments he ever 
made to that end. Fox RIveR. 


Do the Publishing Houses Encroach ? 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 12, 1904.—The Board of Pub- 
lic Service, of Dayton, is considering the institution of 
suits against the United Brethren Publishing Company and 
the Christian. Publishing Association, to restrain them from 
encroaching on the property of the city in the construction 
of their new buildings. Inasmuch as the new building of 
the United Brethren Publishing House is ready for the 
brick masons to begin work, the steel framework having 
been completed to the fourteenth story, the situation be- 
comes a critical one. Agent Funk states that the firm pays 
to the working people of Dayton $1,500 per week, and that 
it is a liberal payer of taxes, few concerns paying any 
more. “The new building is located on exactly the same 
site as the old publishing plant,” says Mr. Funk, “and the 
old structure was erected just fifty years ago. We have no 
more ground on Main street than our deed calls for—39 
feet 6 inches. We are in line with all the buildings on 
Main street, and if we are out, then all business houses on 
Main street are encroaching on city property. On Fourth 
street we are from 3 to 4 feet farther back from the curb 
line than others. We are entitled to door yard privileges 
the same as other firms who have open courts, steps, cel- 
larways, entrances, &c.”’ City council has warmly debated 
the question, and the public serviee board also considered 
the alleged encroachment, instructing the city solicitor to 
bring an action, which, however, was delayed during Agent 
Funk’s absence from the city. City Engineer Turner re- 
ports that the base stones of the columns for the Main 
street entrance extend into the sidewalks beyond the pres- 
ent building line, and about 7 feet beyond the true or 
original property line. M. V.

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Dexter Company Rebuilds Frontenac Mill. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) ‘ 


Watertown, N. Y., September 13.—The Dexter Sul- 
phite Pulp and Paper Company has completed the work of 
rebuilding the old Frontenac paper mill at Dexter, and 
has installed a new 110 inch Bagley & Sewall paper ma- 
chine. When this company came into possession of the 
Frontenac mill about four years ago it was a one machine 
mill. A new stone building, 200x350 feet, has been built, 
and the second machine put in without interfering in any 
way with the operation of the old plant. Aside from the 
new building a new flume and bulkhead have been built and 
new wheels put in. The mill now has a capacity of about 
30 tons of finished paper per day. It has been running for 
some time on extra grade of sulphite wrapping and bag 
papers. The Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company 
has plans under consideration for the overhauling of its 
ground wood plant at Dexter the coming year. The com- 
pany is now operating two small ground wood mills, and 
its plans are to tear down one of them and build a larger 
mill with up to date machinery, which will have a capac- 
ity of 20 tons of ground wood per day. The company’s 
sulphite plant is running full capacity. It is turning out 
35 tons of pulp per day. The company is now using about 
20 tons of sulphite per day in its own mills. B.

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BUSINESS WITH THE JAPS. 


A Builder of Paper Making Machinery Tells of Some Ex- 
periences With the apanese—Methods 
of the Eastern Yankees. 


Watertown, N. Y., September 10, 1904.—“Since we have 
been in the business of building paper machines,” said 
Stuart D. Lansing, of the Bagley & Sewall Company, this 
city, the other day, “we have shipped half a dozen of our 
machines to Japan. Of course that makes us feel that we 
are in close touch with our Japanese friends, who are mak- 
ing war against Russia, and tends to make us a little more 
interested in the success of the Japanese than we would 
otherwise be. When the war ends and Manchuria is under 
Japanese control you can look for a wonderful develop- 
ment in trade in that part of the world. The Japanese 
have been very properly called the Yankees of the Far East 
and you may be sure that when they win out in their con- 
test with Russia the nation will make big strides forward, 
and that the open door in Manchuria will, in a very few 
years,.result in the same policy being extended to the 
whole of China. Let the Chinamen wake up as the Jap- 
anese have done, and think of the demand that would be 
created for American goods in China, with its 300,000,000 
of people. The time is coming when that great country 
must be fully opened up to the trade of other nations. 
When that time comes America will not fail to get her full 
share of it. 

“It seems a little strange that a nation which fifty years 
ago was little known to the civilized world should come 
to the front so rapidly and occupy the position Japan does 
today. At least it would seem strange to one not ac- 
quainted with the Japanese people. Through our trade 
with the Japanese I have become acquainted with several 
men sent to this country to look up the best there was in 
the way of paper making machinery. My intercourse with 
them has given me an insight into the real reason of the 
strength of the Japanese nation as it is today. The princi- 
pal reason for this is that the Japanese are not looking 
backward; they do not assume that they know it all; they 
do not say that what their fathers had is good enough for 
them, and cannot be improved upon. They are looking for 
the best that there is on earth and for an opportunity to 
make an improvement on that. 

“To illustrate this point I will tell you a story about a 
Japanese engineer who was sent over here about three 
years ago to learn the best process for making sulphite 
pulp. He was sent here by his government for this purpose. 
He had not been here long before he had discovered the 
biggest, and what was at that time supposed to be the best 
and most economically operated, sulphite plant in the United 
States, that of the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company 
He presented his credentials and was given the freedom of 
the mills, and after two or three months had completed 
drawings of the plants. After he had completed his work 
at the sulphite plant he came to this city for the purpose 
of learning something about the manufacture of tissue 
paper. While visiting me at my office, after I had ar- 
ranged with the tissue paper people at Carthage to give 
him the opportunity to investigate their line of business 
as fully as he cared to, we dropped into a conversation 
about the manufacture of sulphite pulp. He told me what 
his government had sent him here to do and stated that 
he had completed his work and would not care to investi- 
gate that question further, as he believed he had obtained 
drawings and a full knowledge of the workings of one of 
the best mills in the United States. I asked him if he 
knew there was another system that was more economical 
than that used by the Burgess people. He told me he 
thought there could be no better system than they had, as 
in Japan it required 300 pounds of sulphur to do the work 
that was being done by the Burgess people with 250 
pounds. I then asked him if he knew there was a system 
in operation that would do the same work with 200 pounds of 
sulphur. He said he had not yet heard of it, but immediately 
became interested. The result was I gave him a letter of 
introduction to H. W. Stebbins, of the Stebbins Engineer- 
ing Company, of this city, and he at once began investigat- 
ing the Stebbins acid system, which is generally in use 
among the mills erected in Northern New York. The 
further result was that he visited the Remington-Martin 
mill at Norfolk, where he saw this system in operation. 
He discovered that it was superior to the system he had 
been studying for several months. You may be sure that 
the drawings made of the Burgess sulphite plant were 
never submitted to the Japanese Government as the best 
to follow in building its sulphite mills. 

“While the Japanese may not be possessed 01 great in- 


ventive genius he is a perfect imitator. Give him the 
model to work by and he will make a perfect duplicate 
every time. A few years ago a friend of mine sold a tur 
bine water wheel to a concern in Japan; in less than a 
year, as he afterward found out, there were something 
near 100 of the same kind of wheels in use in that country 


In imitating the American product the Japs had even gone 
so far as to place the exact number on all of the wheels 


of their own make that was on the wheels sent from this 
country. Of course, it is presumed that they thought if 
that partic-Jar number was not on the casting the wheel 
would not work quite as well as the original. 

“During the past few years we have had dealings with 
people from several of the European nations—Russians, 
Swedes, Germans and Englishmen. Of course, no two na- 
tionalities are 2like when it comes to making a trade. An 
Englishman may come to you to buy a paper machine. 
You shéw him the drawings and specifications, or even the 
finished machine, and tell him what it will do. He is 
pleased and at once says he will buy. After he has con- 
cluded to purchase, however, he generally has a lot of 
changes ke wants made. He wants a paper machine in 
such shape that an American machine tender could not run 
it. He wants to load it down with English attachments 
that would positively prevent its doing the work that it is 
designed to do, and would do in an American mill. You 
do not catch the Japs doing that sort of thing; they in- 
vestigate it thoroughly before they buy. They will not 
buy of you unless they believe they are getting the best 
there is made, something that has all the latest and most 
up to date improvements. When the machine is taken to 
their country it is an American machine. No Japanese in- 
ventions or ideas are grafted onto it, and it is pretty sure 
to prove satisfactory. The Japs are good people to deal 
with. Those whom we meet in a business way are finely 
educated and as wideawake and up to date as the most 
enterprising Yankee. That they want the best and will 
have the best has been well enough shown in their military 
and naval operations during their present war with Russia. 
After you have dealt with a few Japs you will not wonder 
that they have the best ships, the best guns and the best 
disciplined army in the world. With their progressive 
ideas it will not be a bad thing for the whole world if the 
Japs would become the dominating power in the Far East. 
It means a higher civilization, a great broadening in t 
commercial interests, and a great benefit to all. When the 
Japanese control Manchuria there will be room over there 
for a few more paper machines; and, of course, when the 
demand is created we expect to sell them.” ze 


Monadnock Paper Mills, Bennington, N. H. 


Under date of September 1 the firm of W. T. Barker & 
Co., of Boston, Mass., was succeeded by a new concern 
styled the Monadnock Paper Mills, of which Arthur J. 
Pierce is president and his brother, George B. Pierce, is 
treasurer. The Monadnock Paper Mills assumes the as- 
sets and liabilities of its predecessor, and will continue in 
the same office quarters in the John Hancock Building, 
and will continue to run the paper mill plant at Benning- 
ton, N. H., as heretofore, and under the same manage- 
ment. 

Arthur J. Pierce, president of the new concern, became 
associated with W. T. Barker about two years ago, at 
which time the company planned for the erection of a new 





first class up to date machine, with all the modern improve- 
ments, the entire equipment of the new mill, in fact, being 
of the very best. The mill produces high grade book pa- 
pers, machine finished and supercalendered, turning out 
12 tons a day. Within a year the new company may in- 
stall another paper machine, that contingency having been 
considered when plans for the new mill were drawn, room 
for an extra machine being then provided for and the ma- 
chine foundations put in when the new mill was built. 
The new plant is under the personal direction of Alex- 
ander Caldwell, who has been superintendent of the 
Monadnock mill at Bennington for the past twenty years. 





Reorganizing Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Plant. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 12, 1904.—The first step in the 
reorganization of the Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Com- 
pany was taken today when the Platt Iron Works Com- 
pany was incorporated with a capital of $800,000. On 
September 3 the sale of the plant to Col. J. F. Platt, of 
Dayton, was approved by Judge Thompson, of the United 
States District Court, at his bid of $775,000, a sum consid- 
erably below two-thirds of the appraised value of the plant. 
The trustees were given thirty days in which to complete 
the business before them, and as soon as they deliver to 
Mr. Platt the deed for the property the incorporators of 
the company will take charge. Colone! Platt will im- 
mediately sell the plant to the incorporators, whe in the 
meantime will be organized. They include his son, Ed- 
ward F. Platt, Geo. B. Smith, E. F. Gallaudet and Attor- 
neys McMahon and Retter. Messrs. Platt and H. E. Tal- 
bott will be in practical charge, it is said, though Mr. Tal- 
bott is not mentioned as an incorporator. The latter as- 
sumed the presidency of the company some time ago, and 
under his administration the plant has been successfully 
conducted. The old bonds will be retired and a new issue 
of $800,000 made. Colonel Platt will retain the presidency 
of the Barney & Smith Car Company, and as his duties 
require all his time he will place the management of the 
rehabilitated Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile plant in other 
hands. It is one of the most complete plants in the United 
States, and a prosperous future is predicted. M. V. 


Third and Fourth Class Mail Will Need No Stamps. 


WasHincrton, D. C., September 10, 1904.—An order will 
be issued within a few weeks by the Post Office Depart- 
ment that no stamps be required on third and fourth class 
mail matter. It will be stipulated, however, that every piece 
of mail must be identical in character and in quantities of 
not less than 2,000 pieces. 

These regulations are made in the interest of the large 
business houses of the country, from which thousands of 
pieces of mail are sent out weekly. 

Under the present postal laws each piece of advertising 
matter must have a I cent stamp affixed. This requires 
the services of a large force of clerks by the business

If the weight be found correct, all that is then 
necessary is to distribute the matter to the different points 
to which it is addressed.

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BUSINESS WITH THE JAPS. 


A Builder of Paper Making Machinery Tells of Some Ex- 
periences With the Japanese—Methods 
of the Eastern Yankees. 


Watertown, N. Y., September 10, 1904.—“Since we have 
been in the business of building paper machines,” said 
Stuart D. Lansing, of the Bagley & Sewall Company, this 
city, the other day, “we have shipped half a dozen of our 
machines to Japan. Of course that makes us feel that we 
are in close touch with our Japanese friends, who are mak- 
ing war against Russia, and tends to make us a little more 
interested in the success of the Japanese than we would 
otherwise be. When the war ends and Manchuria is under 
Japanese control you can look for a wonderful develop- 
ment in trade in that part of the world. The Japanese 
have been very properly called the Yankees of the Far East 
and you may be sure that when they win out in their con- 
test with Russia the nation will make big strides forward, 
and that the open door in Manchuria will, in a very few 
years,. result in the same policy being extended to the 
whole of China. Let the Chinamen wake up as the Jap- 
anese have done, and think of the demand that would be 
created for American goods in China, with its 300,000,000 
of people. The time is coming when that great country 
must be fully opened up to the trade of other nations. 
When that time comes America will not fail to get her full 
share of it. 

“It seems a little strange that a nation which fifty years 
ago was little known to the civilized world should come 
to the front so rapidly and occupy the position Japan does 
today. At least it would seem strange to one not ac- 
quainted with the Japanese people. Through our trade 
with the Japanese I have become acquainted with several 
men sent to this country to look up the best there was in 
the way of paper making machinery. My intercourse with 
them has given me an insight into the real reason of the 
strength of the Japanese nation as it is today. The princi- 
pal reason for this is that the Japanese are not looking 
backward; they do not assume that they know it all; they 
do not say that what their fathers had is good enough for 
them, and cannot be improved upon. They are looking for 
the best that there is on earth and for an opportunity to 
make an improvement on that. 

“To illustrate this point I will tell you a story about a 
Japanese engineer who was sent over here about three 
years ago to learn the best process for making sulphite 
pulp. He was sent here by his government for this purpose. 
He had not been here long before he had discovered the 
biggest, and what was at that time supposed to be the best 
and most economically operated, sulphite plant in the United 
States, that of the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company. 
He presented his credentials and was given the freedom of 
the mills, and after two or three months had completed 
drawings of the plants. After he had completed his work 
at the sulphite plant he came to this city for the purpose 
of learning something about the manufacture of tissue 
paper. While visiting me at my office, after I had ar- 
ranged with the tissue paper people at Carthage to give 
him the opportunity to investigate their line of business 
as fully as he cared to, we dropped into a conversation 
about the manufacture of sulphite pulp. He told me what 
his government had sent him here to do and stated that 
he had completed his work and would not care to investi- 
gate that question further, as he believed he had obtained 
drawings and a full knowledge of the workings of one of 
the best mills in the United States. I asked him if he 
knew there was another system that was more economical 
than that ‘used by the Burgess people. He told me he 
thought there could be no better system than they had, as 
in Japan it required 300 pounds of sulphur to do the work 
that was being done by the Burgess people with 250 
pounds. -I then asked him if he knew there was a system 
in operation that would do the same work with 200 pounds of 
sulphur. He said he had not yet heard of it, but immediately 
became interested. The result was I gave him a letter of 
introduction to H. W. Stebbins, of the Stebbins Engineer- 
ing Company, of this city, and he at once began investigat- 
ing the Stebbins acid system, which is generally in use 
among the mills erected in Northern New York. The 
further result was that he visited the Remington-Martin 
mill at Norfolk, where he saw this system in operation. 
He discovered that it was superior to the system he had 
been studying for several months. You may be sure that 
the drawings made of the Burgess sulphite plant were 
never submitted to the Japanese Government as the best 
to follow in building its sulphite mills. 

“While the Japanese may not be possessed of great in 
ventive genius he is a perfect imitator. Give him the 
model to work by and he will make a perfect duplicate 
every time. A few years ago a friend of mine sold a tur 
hine water wheel to a concern in Japan; in less than a 
year, as he afterward found out, there were something 
near 100 of the same kind of wheels in use in that country. 
In imitating the American product the Japs had even gone 


30 far as to place the exact number on all of the wheels 





of their own make that was on the wheels sent from this 
country. Of course, it is presumed that they thought if 
that particular number was not on the casting the wheel 
would not work quite as well as the original. 

“During the past few years we have had dealings with 
people from several of the European nations—Russians, 
Swedes, Germans and Englishmen. Of course, no two na- 
tionalities are alike when it comes to making a trade. An 
Englishman may come to you to buy a paper machine. 
You shew him the drawings and specifications, or even the 
finished machine, and tell him what it will do. He is 
pleased and at once says he will buy. After he has con- 
cluded to purchase, however, he generally has a lot of 
changes he wants made. He wants a paper machine in 
such shape that an American machine tender could not run 
it. He wants to load it down with English attachments 
that would positively prevent its doing the work that it is 
aesigned to do, and would do in an American mill. You 
do not catch the Japs doing that sort of thing; they in- 
vestigate it thoroughly before they buy. They will not 
buy of you unless they believe they are getting the best 
there is made, something that has all the latest and most 
up to date improvements. When the machine is taken to 
their country it is an American machine. No Japanese in- 
ventions or ideas are grafted onto it, and it is pretty sure 
to prove satisfactory. The Japs are good people to deal 
with. Those whom we meet in a business way are finely 
educated and as wideawake and up to date as the most 
enterprising Yankee. That they want the best and will 
have the best has been well enough shown in their military 
and naval operations during their present war with Russia. 
After you have dealt with a few Japs you will not wonder 
that they have the best ships, the best guns and the best 
disciplined army in the world. With their progressive 
ideas it will not be a bad thing for the whole world if the 
Japs would become the dominating power in the Far East. 
It means a higher civilization, a great broadening in th 
commercial interests, and a great benefit to all. When the 
Japanese control Manchuria there will be room over there 
for a few more paper machines; and, of course, when the 
demand is created we expect to sell them.” -B. 


Monadnock Paper Mills, Bennington, N. H. 


Under date of September 1 the firm of W. T. Barker & 
Co., of Boston, Mass., was succeeded by a new concern 
styled the Monadnock Paper Mills, of which Arthur J. 
Pierce is president and his brother, George B. Pie~ce, is 
treasurer. The Monadnock Paper Mills assumes the as- 
sets and liabilities of its predecessor, and will continue in 
the same office quarters in the John Hancock Building, 
and will continue to run the paper mill plant at Benning- 
ton, N. H., as heretofore, and under the same manage- 
ment. 

Arthur J. Pierce, president of the new concern, became 
associated with W. T. Barker about two years ago, at 
which time the company planned for the erection of a new 





first class up to date machine, with all the modern improve- 
ments, the entire equipment of the new mill, in fact, being 
of the very best. The mill produces high grade book pa- 
pers, machine finished and supercalendered, turning out 
12 tons a day. Within a year the new company may in- 
stall another paper machine, that contingency having been 
considered when plans for the new mill were drawn, room 
for an extra machine being then provided for and the ma- 
chine foundations put in when the new mill was built. 
The new plant is under the personal direction of Alex- 
ander Caldwell, who has been superintendent of the 
Monadnock mill at Bennington for the past twenty years, 


Reorganizing Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Plant. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Dayton, Ohio, September 12, 1904.—The first step in the 
reorganization of the Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Com- 
pany was taken today when the Platt Iron Works Com- 
pany was incorporated with a capital of $800,000. On 
September 3 the sale of the plant to Col. J. F. Platt, of 
Dayton, was approved by Judge Thompson, of the United 
States District Court, at his bid of $775,000, a sum consid- 
erably below two-thirds of-the appraised value of the plant. 
The trustees were given thirty days in which to complete 
the business before them, and as soon as they deliver to 
Mr. Platt the deed for the property the incorporators of 
the company will take charge. Colonel Platt will im- 
mediately sell the plant to the incorporators, who in the 
meantime will be organized. They include his son, Ed- 
ward F. Platt, Geo. B. Smith, E. F. Gallaudet and Attor- 
neys McMahon and Retter. Messrs. Platt and H. E. Tal- 
bott will be in practical charge, it is said, though Mr. Tal- 
bott is not mentioned as an incorporator. The latter as- 
sumed the presidency of the company some time ago, and 
under his administration the plant has been successfully 
conducted. The old bonds will be retired and a new issue 
of $800,000 made. Colonel Platt will retain the presidency 
of the Barney & Smith Car Company, and as his duties 
require all his time he will place the management of the 
rehabilitated Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile plant in other 
hands. It is one of the most complete plants in the United 
States, and a prosperous future is predicted. M. V. 





Third and Fourth Class Mail Will Need No Stamps. 

Wasuincton, D. C., September 10, 1904.—An order will 
be issued within a few weeks by the Post Office Depart- 
ment that no stamps be required on third and fourth class 
mail matter. It will be stipulated, however, that every piece 
of mail must be identical in character and in quantities of 
not less than 2,000 pieces. 

These regulations are made in the interest of the large 
business houses of the country, from which thousands of 
pieces of mail are sent out weekly. 

Under the present postal laws each piece of advertising 
matter must have a I cent stamp affixed. This requires 
the services of a large force of clerks by the business

A representative of the business house will call upon 
the postmaster, and say he has 5,000, 10,000 or 20,000 
pieces of mail. He will deposit the postage in cash. The 
postmaster will select encugh samples to make a pound in 
weight, and this number will be made the basis of calcula- 
tion. If the weight be found correct, all that is then 
necessary is to distribute the matter to the different points 
to which it is addressed.

PAPER.—The demand continues to improve, all hands 
reporting a gradual increase in their sales. This increase, 
while not large as yet, shows a gain over last week which 
is encouraging. Because of the impreved conditions of the 
market there is a better feeling in regard to the outlook 
for the fall trade. The buying as yet is conservative, deal- 
ers and consumers limiting their purchases to their actual 
needs. As a consequence the volume of business is some- 
whet short of what it should be for the middle of Sep- 
tember. News paper is in a little better demand, as the season 
of increased consumption is at hand. With the opening of 
the political campaign in a few weeks the demand for 
News paper will no doubt increase considerably. The low 
state of the water throughout New England will also help 
stiffen the market on News unless relief comes very soon. 
Book papers continue firm, especially in the better grades. 
The agents of the leading mills report a fair amount of 
business being done at uniformly high prices. Some of the 
smaller Book paper manufacturers are said to be eager for 
orders for quick delivery, but even they are unwilling to 
take contracts at the prices named for current business. 
In Manilas the situation has improved a little, but the 
demand is not yet strong. There is, however, a gradual 
expansion in the demand for Wrappings as the fall busi- 
hess of the country opens up. 
little firmer. No. 2 Wood Manilas continue very scarce. 
Low water in New England and the high price of ground 
wood are expected to have some effcct on Manilas. The 
situation in Writings, as far as the mills are concerned, has 
not changed very much as yet. This is due to the fact 
that business with the printers has not started up. The 
jobbers are doing a little more with the printers, but the 
orders as a rule are small.
